These data represent a ‘snapshot’ in time.  Assessments were done by phone and occurred over several days during the week of 

April 27 through May 6, 2020.

Total Facilities Assessed 125 (91%) Excludes data for 13 facilities: 

• No response (6)

Facility (1) 

Census 90% 125 facilities surveyed represent 4499 beds. Total census is 
4045. 

Facilities NOT admitting new residents 41 (33%) Responses include: 

• At capacity 

• Only for an emergency 

• Holding beds for individuals with COVID-19  

Facilities with ≥3 total cases [OUTBREAK] 0  

Facilities with 2 total cases 0  

Facilities with 1 total case 0  

Facilities sharing staffing 34 (27%) Responses include: 

• 2 staff work outside the facility 

• Share staff with other facility campuses 

• Share housekeeping, maintenance and dietary staff 

Facilities with N95s on-hand 114 (91%) Responses include: 

• N95 masks are not available but the parent company 
can supply them, if needed 

• None in stock; on order
